La w limiting ca m pa ign expenses of ca ndida tes for I nited 
Sta tes .sena tor a nd representa tive in congress pa ssed in 1925 
is effective in the Novem ber election for the first time. 
All 
of the commotion a bout expenditures in prima ry elections of 
la st spring w a s without a ny a llega tion tha t a ny federa l la ws 
ha d been viola ted, the supreme court ha ving held inva lid 
the la w by which congress a ttem pted to regula te prima ry 
elections. 
It is possible, the court held, for the congress to 
pa ss la ws restricting expenditures incident to a genera l elec­ 
tion. Therefore congress reformed the sta tute to conform to 
the court decision. 
The la w provides for publicity of ca mpa ign contributions 
a nd expenditures in the form of public reports by ca ndida tes 
a nd politica l committees, but before a nd a fter the election. 
No limita tion is pla ced upon the expenditures tha t ma y be 
m a de by na tiona l politica l committees. 
Perha ps the na tion­ 
a l committees a re a bove suspicion.

“ necessa ry persona l, tra veling or subsistence expenses or for 
sta tionery, posta l, writing or printing (other tha n for use 
on billboa rds or in new spa pers), for distributing letters, cir­ 
cula rs or posters, or for telegra ph or telephone service,” is 
not to be included in determining the lega l ma ximum of 
ca mpa ign expenses. 
, In other words the ca ndida te ma y expend money without 
limit for printing a dvertising ma tter a nd sending it through 
the ma ils, but he is limited in the extent he ma v utilize new s­ 
pa per a dvertising, the chea pest method a va ila ble for rea ch­ 
ing a ll of the voters with a public a ppea l. 
Although na tiona l committees a re not limited in their ex­ 
penditures, they a re required to file reports with tin* clerk of 
the house of representa tives a t sta ted times. Fina ncia l sta te­ 
ments a re to conta in na mes of a ll persons who ha ve contrib­ 
uted more tha n $100 a nd the tota l of contributions.
